RIVERMEN SAY CURRENT IN THE 
RIVER PROHIBITS COMMERCE. 


Captain J. R. Sinclair Declares Loaded 
Vessels Preciude a Flow of Over a 
‘Mile an Hour—Trustee Jones Talks 
Plainly—Amazonas Is Released— 
Jackson Street Bridge Shifted—Ice 
‘Gorge at Joliet Broken by Dyna- 

The current which flowed in Chicago River 
when the steamer: Amazonas broke away 
from three tugs and lodged against the 
Pennsylvania railroad bridge. blocking 
navigation and railroad trime, ie de- 


clared by the rivermen to be too great 


for navigation by loaded vessels. Cap- 
tain James R. Sinclair, Superintendent of 
the Dunham Towing company, said it would 
be impossible to tow a loaded steamer up the 
South Branch under these conditions. He 
said the minimum flow could be no more 
than a mile an hour if commerce is to use 
the river. 

The Amazonas was released yesterday 
after the current had been shut off at Lock- 
port. Chief Engineer Randolph of the 
Drainage board said 310,000 cubic feet of 
water a minute were passing through Chica- 
go River at the time the steamer par ed its 
lines. Tugmen say at Washington s*~eet 
bridge the current was fully three miles an 


hour. 
Opinion of Trustee Jones. 
“This problem of maintaining navigation. 
is one which we are compelled to face at 
once,“ said Trustee Jones. With the river 
in its present condition, I am convinced that 
navigation will be ruined if we put the full 
current of 860,000 cubic feet down the South 
Branch. I have been called an alarmist in 
the board for the stand I have taken, but 
the other trustees are coming to see things in 
my light, although they are not ready to 
admit it publicly as yet. The mistake has 
been made, and it is for us to acknowledge 
it and begin the proper work to remedy the 
damage done to commerce.“ : 


Opinions on the Accident. 

With the volume that was passing 
through the South Branch, a loaded steamer 
of the size of the Amazonas cannot navigate 
the river,“ said Captain Sinclair. We were 
towing’ with the current, it must be remem- 
bered.

FORMER CHICAGO DENTIST MURDERS 
WIFE OF EMPLOYER. 


New Lon Hotel Scene of Tragedy— | 


Franklyn IL. Caldwell Shoots Mrs. 
Emma Hayes, Then Commits Suicide 
—All Parties Connected with De- 
partment Store — Slayer Dines with 
Family — Husband Can Assign No 
Cause. 
New York, Feb. 24.—[Speciel.]—Franklyn 
L. Caldwell, a dentist, shot and killed Mrs, 
Mamie: Hayes, the wife of his employer, 
Ephraim H. Hayes, and then killed himself 


| in the Hotel Endicott tonight. 


This murder and suicide occurred within 
the time that the husband could go to the 
drug store in the building and return to the 
apartments, not nſore than ten minutes. 
They had dined together. ne ar 

Mr. Hayes can offer no explanation for the 
crime, He declares there was no intimacy 
between Caldwell and his wife, and that he 
always looked upon the man as a brother. 
He did say, however, Caldwell was addicted 
to the use of morphine. 

Mr. Hayes has charge of the dental de- 
partment in Slegel-Cooper's store. He came 
to New York from Chicago four years ago, 
leaving a dental business in Chicago in the 

charge of Caldwell and his wife. 

Caldwell had been in the employ of Dr. 
Hayes for eight or ten years. The two men 
were not only closely associated in business, 

but were intimate persona! friends. 

Hayes made frequent visits to Chicago to 
look after his affairs there and to see his 
wife. She frequently visited him in this city. 
With the wife in Chicago lived Dr. Hayes’ 
nephew, Ralph Hayes, who is 22 years of 
age. Dr. Hayes decided to leave the Chica- 
go business in the hands of an employé and 
to open a dental office here. 

A month ago he sent for Mrs. Hayes, 
Ralph, and Dr. Caldwell to come to New 
York to make their home here. Dr. Hayes 
rented a suite’of seven or eight rooms on the 
ground floor of the hotel, on the Eighty- first 
street side. The office in the Endicott was 
in charge of Dr. Caldwell, Dr. Hayes con- 
tinuing with the Siegel-Cooper department. 
Dr. Caldwell made his home with Dr. Hayes. 

Ralph, the nephew, and Eliza Williams, a 
colored maid, completed the members of the 
household. 


No Trouble in Family. 


So far as can be learned there had never 
been the slightest trouble in the family. 
Dr. Hayes says his wife never quarreled 
and that there was no reason for quarrels. 
Mrs. Hayes was an attractive woman, 35 
years old. She dressed particularly well. 
Dr. Caldwell was 38, a florid, well-made. 
man, inclined to stoutness. 

Three days ago Dr. Caldwell ordered a 
solution of morphine. It was delivered to 
him tonight about an hour before the shoot- 
ing. The family dined together as usual 
this evening. Dr. and Mrs. Hayes, Dr. 
Caldwell, and Ralph ate together, as they 
have every night fora month. Nothing oc- 
curred to attract attention, to arouse the 
slightest suspicion in the minds of any of 
them that Dr. Caldwell contemplated a 
crime. 

When they had finished dinner Dr. Hayes 
said he was going to a drug store. A few 
minutes later Ralph Hayes went into the 
hotel corridor, leaving Mrs. Hayes and 
Caldwell still seated at the table. 

Eliza Williams, the maid, says Mrs. Hayes 
and the man chatted together for a few 
minutes. There was not the slightest sug- 
gestion of a quarrel. Mrs. Hayes arose 
from the table and said she proposed chang- 
ing her dinner gown for a house gown. The 
maid saw her start for her bedroom. The 
girl went into the kitchen. It was perhaps 
two or three minutes later the maid heard 
four shots. 

Shots Heard in Lobby. 

The shots were heard in the lobby of the 
hotel, where there were many people, in the 
billiard-room, and even in the drug store. 

Whether it was these shots that caysed 
Ralph to hurry back to the apartment is not 
known, for he will say nothing. He came 
back and was let in by the mail. Together 
they went into the bedroom. They saw 
un „Wing across 
the bed, the blood flowing om her wounds. 
On the floor, face downward, was Dr. Cald- 
well, alse bleeding from wounds. 

The bottle which contained the morphine 


was found on a table in the bedroom. 

Dr. Hayes came in almost immediately. 
He had not the faintest idea of what had oc- 
curred until he came upon his nephew. When 
he reached the bedroom Dr. Caldwell and 
Mrs. Hayes were dead. 

Dr. Hayes was absolutely crushed by the 
shock. Later, when his grief asserted it- 
self, he was like a mad man. Everything 
indicated that Dr. Caldwell had followed 
Mrs. Hayes into the bedroom almost imme- 
diately. She had only partly removed her 
bodice. Apparently she had been standing 
with her back to the bed when he fired and 
she fell backwards upon it. One bullet en- 
tered her temple, the other almost.in the 
center of the forehead.

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GERMAN DISLIKE FOR AMERICA. 


By PROF. E. J. JAMES—Paper No. 2. |

1 of the University of Chicago on 
the subject of social and business conditions on 
the continent of Europe and treating of the de- 
velopment of nations.

Before his departure for Europe 
he Tribune made an arrangement with bim 
to write a series of letters.) 

BERLIN, Feb. 8.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.]—The usual feeling of one nation to- 
ward another is that of distrust and an- 
tipathy. The feeling of the common man 
foward the stranger is so nearly one of 
enmity that in nearly all languages the word 
for foreigner and the word for enemy are 
the same. One of the Colliers tells«<char- 
acteristic anecdote iliustrating this fact to 
the effect that he was passing along the 
streets of Lancashire one evening when he 
heard two workmen going home from the 
factory discussing the subjects of the day, 
when they passed a man on the other side 
of the street, who, by his apparel and gen- 
eral appearance, was distinctly from another 
village, if not from another country. He 
heard one workman ask the other. Who 
is that man? The second replied, “I don't 
know. He is a stranger“ Heave a stone 
at him,“ replied the first. 

The uverage feeling today, in spite of all 
our advances in civilization, on the part of 
the members of one nationality towards 
those of another, is to heave a stone at 
them.” It is not in China alone, orin Japan, 
that protection has to be accorded by the 
police to people who come into a country 
from the outside. Even in the United States 
we have had repeated instances within the 
last few years of maltreatment of the for- 
elgner which was a disgrace to the fair fame 
of our country, and that in spite of the fact 
that we have been, of all countries, the most 
willing to receive the foreigner and to ex- 
tend to him exactly the same privileges in 
@ political and industrial sense as our own 


citizens enjoy. 
Germans Welcome American Students. 


Germany has extended to American stu- 
dents, as a class, the same kind of open and 
cordial welcome which we have extended to 
all foreigners. It has piaced the facilities 
of the universities and schools at the free 
disposition of the American and on exactly 
the same terms as to its own children. It 
lay, of course, in the interest of Germany 
to do this, even from a narrow economic 
point of wiew. It is a good thing for a 
country to have foreigners come into it, who 
bring along money sufficient to support 
them, if for no other reason because this 
money represents in large degree a pure 


net profit to the people of the country, who 


receive it in return for their services to the 
foreigner. 

But in spite of this cordiality toward the 
American, in spite of this willingness to see 
him as a student or a traveler within the 
bounds of the country, there always has 
been, in my opinion, a certain undercurrent 
ofantipathy and hostility, which has cropped 
out at more than one point in the relations 
of these two countries. It has been a mat- 
ter of interest to me to raise the question 
why this should be so and to determine as 
far as possible the grounds upon which this 
feeling of opposition rests. I offer the fol- 
lowing suggestions for what they are worth 
as a contribution toward a solution of this 
vexed topic: 


Antipathy of Nations the Rule. 

First of all then, is that general feeling of 
antipathy which every nation feels for every 
other, growing largely out of the fact that 
it is not possible to understand fully, and 
therefore to sympathise with, the feelings 
and ideas of a foreign country. 

To this is to be added the further circum- 
Stance that the ruling classes in Germany 
belong to an essentially royal and aristo- 
cratic caste, to which everything republican 


- or democratic is offensive in the highest de- 


gree. There is little or no sympathy for 
those ideas upon which the American nation 
is based and those ideals. which, to an ever 
increasing extent, have filled the soul of 


the American citizen, Now, It is inevitable 


thet, so far as these classeg are concerned, 
they should have no hearty feeling of sym- 
mathy with the United States. It is in- 
evitable that they should have a certain at- 
titude of opposition, and their influence is 
continuous and all-pervasive 


Lose Faith in Free Government. | 

A third circumstance is to be found in the 
fact that a large number of the German 
people, and it must be said an influential 
class, who formerly had great sympathy 
with the United States, as a country which 
stood for human liberty and for individual 
progress and individual independence, over 
against the menurchical and aristocratic 
tendencies of German society, to a certain 
extent have lest faith in the American ex- 
periment. They see how we have failed to 
solve the negzo question; how in many parts 
of the United States conditions prevail 
which, from a standpoint of civilization, are 
but little, if any, better than those which 
are characteristic of Turkey and of the 
worst parts of Spain and Italy. They see 
that our administration of city affairs, while 
not lacking a certain practical success, has 
been tainted with corruption in its worst 
form, They see the government, for in- 
stance, of a great city like New York handed 
over practically to a pack of thieves, and 
that other cities are in continual struggle 
against a union of the lowest elements, 
which is all the time striving to get posses- 
sien of the government. All this has tended 
to discourage them to a certain extent in 
their belief in the United States. In many 
Cases it has led to a reaction, which has 

frown them in a sense into the camp of the 
8 of American ideas and American 

als. 


Suspect Motives in Spanish War. 

I may say further that many of those who 
were our friends down to a recent period 
have lost their belief in our honesty and up- 
rightness in international affairs, owing to 
their view of the Spanish war and the causes 
out of which it grew. The whole incident is 
regarded in Germany as a mere illustration 
of a wicked attempt on the Hart of a great 
and strong nation to bully and rob a weak 
and defenseless one. The report appeared in 
German papers some six or eight months be- 
fore the actual outbreak of hostilities that 
men high in position in the Sugar trust had 
declared in interviews with newspaper cor- 
respondents in Germany that Cuba would be 
an American possession within a year, and it 
is almost impossible to convince them that 
the whole Spanish war and everything that 
Brew out of it was not a deliberate act on 


the part of the American nation to seize and 


hold property which belonged to another. 
Dislike United States Tariff. 


To all these circumstances comes still an- 
other, if anything stronger and more potent 
than any of the preceding, and perhaps 
than all of them together. Down to with- 
in a comparatively recent period the small 
man, the manufacturer, the merchant, as a 
class, had a profound sympathy for and ad- 
miration of the United States: but our tar- 
if policy during the last ten or fifteen years 
has been such as to affect the industrial in- 
terests of Germany in the most intensive 


way. At the time when German industry 
is becoming capable of supplying large 
markets abroad, when its surplus is increas- 
ing at an unheard-of rate, the high tariff 
of the United States upon certain of the com- 
modities which Germany produced in great 
abundance has had a most destructive effect 
upon German exportation to the United 
States. It is perfectly natural that this fact 
should have a deep and profound influence 
upon shaping German sentiment. A man 
who has been compelled to shut down his pow 
tory because of a sudden increase of the 
duty on woolen goods imported into the 
United States may be excused if he fails to 
feel toward the United States that enthusi- 
asm that we should like to have our friends 
feel for us. The laborer who finds himself 
thrown out of employment and sees his wife 
and children suffer because of some tariff 
bill passed by the American Congress is — 
more likely to become an enthusiastic * 
devoted friend of the United States than 


his employer. | | 
Hostile to Farm Competition. 


1 
To all these considerations comes etil 
another, which is likely to become more 
important as time goes on, and that is the 
fact that the United States is becoming a 
serious competitor of Germary in many de- 
partments of industry and trade, and this 
gradually will bring into opposition to us 
nearly all the other classes of German so- 
ciety, which, up to this time, have been 
rather favorably inclined toward us, The 
enormous development of American agri- 
culture, the marvelous reduction in the 
prices of grain, brought about by the open- 
ing of the great wheat fields and the reduc- 
tion in the price of transportation, hes 
revolutionized German agriculture and has 
brought the German farmer, small and 
large alike, to the verge of bankruptcy. It 
is natural that he should feela certain oppo- 
sition to a country which seems destined to 
sweep away the entire foundations of the 
society in which he has grown up and of 
which he has been a most important part. 
The whole agricultural population of Ger- 
many, Lord and peasant alike, is growing 
steadily more and more antagonistic to the 
United States and everything for which it 
stands, and although Germany 1 becoming 
rapidly an industrial instead of.an agri- 
cultural state, the farming population, using 
that term in the largest sense, 18 still such a 
large part of the total population its inter- 
ests form still such an extremely impor- 
ant part of the national interests as a 
whole, that one need not be surprised if it 
is able to produce an increasing pressure 
upon the government to throw obstacles in 
the way of the importation of American 
breadstuffs, meats, and fruits. | 5 


Manufacturers Lose Ground, 

But this is not by any means all the story. 
The American manufacturer is beginning 
to compete with the German manufacturer 
in markets which Germany had marked out 
as destined for its occupation and its control. 
I do not refer here so much to the importa- 
tion of bicycles and sewing machines and 
organs and other products of the iron and 
steel and wood industries, for, although they 
are growing in importance with every pass- 
ing year, they are still far from producing 
any marked effect in Germany itself. I re- 
fer rather to the exportations which the 
United States is making into England and 
into the Orient, to Japan and China, and the 
attempts—for they are so far little more than 
that—to build up a market for American 
wares in South America and in other por- 
tions of the world, where the Germans have 
hoped they gradually would become equal to 
the English, and perhaps finally their su- 
periors. . 


Antagonism Likely to Increase. 

These are the reasons why, to my mind, 
German antagonism to the United States 
has been increasing steadily of late and 
why it is likely to increase in the future 
rather than to diminish; for all these forces 
are becoming stronger with every passing 
year, and all are tending to widen the breach 
which always exists between two independ- 
ent nations. | | 

It would perhaps be of comparatively lit- 
tle importance if it were not that Germany, 
next to the United States, is today the 
most rapidly advancing nation on the 
face of the earth. Its population is 
increas Its capital is increasing. Its 
knowledge and its power are increasing as 
those of no other people, with the single 
exception of the United States. Its terri- 
tory is almost fully occupied. It long since 
has ceased to produce food enough for its 
present population. With every passing 
year its agriculture will 
portant than before, and it lies in the 
nature of the situation that a country which 
is Bound to depend upon foreign markets 
for its means of living and means of growth

I should add one other circumstance, and 
that is that this opposition is intensified by 
a partly unsuspected and a partly conscious 
fear of what the future has in store for Ger- 
many in its contests with the United States. 
In @ conversation which I had a short time 
ago with one of the most eminent German 
professors of political economy, he said: 

We do not see our way clear at all. We 
do not understand what is to become of us, 
between the encroachments of Russia on 
the one hand and the United States on the 
other. We are no longer afraid of England 
that is, in the sense that we shall not be 
able to equal it in manufacture or trade. We 
stand, of course, still somewhat in awe of its 
fieet, but that will not be for long, when we 
get our new fleet finished. But it is different 
with the United States. There is a country 
of such marvelous resources, occupied by 
& population of such extraordinary vigor and 
energy, that we do not see what is to be- 
come of us in that competition which every 
= is destined to become keener and more 

er.“ 

It is this well grounded fear that in the 
long run it may not be able to stand the 
competition with the United States which 
adds a drop of bitterness to the cup which 
Germany will have to drink in the years to 
come.

A combination of light and air space 
with a large rentable area as a remedy for 
the evils of bad 1 conditions was 

iven in the design awarded the first prize 
in the competition of plans for model tene- 
ments directed by the Tenement House 
committee of the Charity Organization 
society of New Lor. 

Five awards were made in the competi- 
tive exhibit of plans which was a feature 
of the housing exhibition closing last night 
in New Vork. The first award of $500 was 
given to R. Thomas Short for plans of an 
improved tenement and plans for a model 
city block. The exhibit of photographs 
and statistical maps which illustrated good 
and bad housing conditions in great cities, 
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the results of such conditions, and the 
competition in plans for model tenements 
interested thousands of people while the 
display was in progress at 404 Fifth ave- 
nue, New York. 

The ‘design for an improved tenement 
receiving the first award gave 30 per cent 
of the area for light and air space, and left 
a clear rentable area of about 60 per cent. 
It apportioned each floor plan into four- 
teen apartments It gave forty-four rooms 
to each floor, with private halls to each 


apartment. The depth of the site to be oc- 


cupied was divided into three portions, 
each representing 30 per cent of the line, 
two used for apartments and the third for 
a court separating the dwelling sections.

POSSIBLY ONLY A LACK OF TRAINING. 


Mrs. Charies Henrotin, in telling women 
to learn something about finance, draws a 
distinction between the women who are 
able to earn a livelihood and the woman who 
knows how to invest money that it may rye 
her a livelihood. There are many of the 
former, she says; buf she told the Social 
Economics club last week that there are few, 
women would know 
how to do so simple a thing as to buy United 
States bonds if they were offered for sale in 
small denominations, asin France. In cases 
in France, she said, three-fourths of the pur- 
chasers of the small bonds were women. In 
America, Mrs. Henrotin said, women own 
bank stock, but they do not attempt to vote 
it. The amount of national bank stock held 
by wontirshe placed at $130,000,000 and the 
amount of private and State bank stock at 
$137,000, 000. The national bank figures, she 
said, were furnished by the Controller of the 
currency, who gathered them from the banks 
at her requcst.

Bankers Talk on the Subject. 

Presidents of several Chicago banks and 
men interested in corporations backed by 
large amounts of stock talked guardedly on 
the subject of women stockholders. It was 
the general opinion that women seldom do 
appear at directors’ meetings to represent 
the shares they hold. but it was also pointed 
out that few men in the same relation would 
do so. There was a difference of opinion 
as to whether or not women were adapted 
to learn business. 


ers in the America National Bank,“ said 
Isaac G. Lombard. It is true they do not 
appear in directors’ meetings to represent 
their stock, but I would not say on that ac- 
count that they are noticeably lacking in 
aptitude for business matters. In banking 
transactions most of them are probably ina 
degree inefficient, but they have had little 
training. I should not consider women fitted 
to engage in enterprises of this kind on ac- 
count of the physical requirements.“ 

Orson Smith, President of the Merchants’ 
Loan and Trust company, said it would be 
dificult to estimate how large a percentage 
of bank stock is held by women. 

It is doubtless true that in financial en- 
terprises there are not many women fitted 
to engage on a large scale,“ he said. “I 
should not like to make any general state- 
ment including all women, for there are 
many women who control large business in- 
terests.“ 

S. W. Rawson of the Union Trust com- 
pany sald that women in financial enterprise 
could hardly be considered a successful fac- 
tor at present. 

“While many women may control large 
investments they are usually managed by 
some one else,“ he said. This, however, 
may not be an argument against their capa- 
bility if they had training.” . ’ 


Women Add Conservatism. 


Women would add conservatism to the 
finaricial undertakings in which they were 
mterested.“ said Mrs. Henrotin. The sta- 
bility of real estate is largely due to woman. 
They hold the land which they own and 
nothing can induce them to sell. That adds 
to the value of other real estate. I endeav- 
ored once to discover how large a proportion 
of real estate is held in the Unit 
women, but the gathering of detailed infor- 
mation was too large a task. 

»The fact, however, is well known. That 
is why farmers will give their money to 
their sons-and their land to their daughters. 
They known that the women will keep the 
land if they have to starve on it. To own a 
home is one of the motives for many work- 
ing women's work.

OPERATION TO RESTORE SIGHT. 


Pressure Removed from Cerebral Blood 
Vessels in the Hope That Mrs. F. 
G. Parker’ Will See. 


By an operation performed yesterday at 
the Baptist Hospital it is expected that sight 
will de restored to Mrs. F. G. Parker, 4823 
Dearborn street, after a blindness of seven 
years. 

Shortly after her marriage Mrs. Parker’s 


blindness came. Outward examination 
showed her eyes to be apparently perfect. 
The Parkers went East and remained there 
six years, but six months ago Mrs. Parker 
returned to Chicago. Dr. C. Pruyn String- 
fleld made an examination of her eyes and 
declared his belief that there was pressure 
on the cerebral blood vessels and that this 
caused the blindness. ‘ 

To establish this diagnosis sklagraphs 
were made by Dr. Walter Metcalf. These 
disclosed the fact that there was hyper- 
trophy of the upper part of the occipital 
lobe of the brain. a 

Mrs. Parker was acquainted with the 
findings and was advised that an operation 
probably would restore her sight. She con- 
sented readily. She was given six weeks 
to prepare for the experience, and at the 
expiration of that time sald she was ready. 

Dr. Allan T. Haight assisted in the work 
and several specialists were present. The 
skull was trephined and the result showed 
pressure on the blood vessels that nourish 
the optic nerve. This condition was elim- 
inated. It was observed then that the re- 
tarded flow of blood was resumed. The pa- 
tient rallied readily from the shock and the 
anzsthetic. 

The patient’s eyes now are bound up, but 
it is expected by the operating surgeon that 
when the bandages are removed ten days 
hence sight will have been restored, partly 
at least. 

After a month of recuperation it is thought 


that full sight will be achieved.

There are always excitable journalists in 
England who see the Russian bogey at every 
turn of affairs in Asia.

Not long 
ago they were thrown into a prickly heat 
over the rumor that Spain was to sell Ceuta 
as a trustee for Russia, and the number of 
foolish scares over Russian intrigue since 
the Crimean war has reached many scores.

BRITISH MARKET IS CAUTIOUS. 


War News Has Small Effect, as Money 


Pressure Later Is Thought

LONDON, Feb. 24.—The week’s war news 
had small effect on the stock markets. 
Speculators have grown cautious about as- 
suming British victories, even though repu- 
table financial papers like the Statist. pro- 
fees to think that Cronje’s defeat would 
bring the war to a speedy conclusion. 
Yesterday money was scaroe, day or week 
loans being quoted at 3%, but although heavy 
government disbursements from now till 
the end of March may set free a great deal 
of money the supply will be none too great. 
The pressure will come at the end of March, 
owing to the inevitable government borrow- 
ing, the demand of cash for the country, 
and adverse movements in the American 
change. 
A heavy diminution of the bank reserve is 
also imminent, though when the government 
loan is announced and various installments

The officers commanding battalions in dir- 
ferent parts of the country which would be 
the first to have to sustain such an attack 
have received authority to bring up their 
commands to full strength. In a number 
of militia districts along the frontier addi- 
tional companies are being formed. De- 
cisive precautionary measures all along the 
line have been ordered and are being quietly 
carried into effect. The result is Canada 
should, before the ice melts, be in a post- 
tion to mobilize its various flying columns. 

There is strong assurance not only in the 
capital of the Dominion, but in British 
Columbia, Manitoba, aad on the Atlantic 
coast, that a general war is on the cards, and 
an atcident at any moment may precipitate 
events of the gravest importance in Europe 
or Asia. Every allusion to this, and there 
have been many pointed ones during the de- 
bates in Parliament, have met with instant 
demonstrations on both sides of the House 
that no government could for an instant mis- 


take. 
Will Raise Shooting Standard. 


The annual gathering of officers from all 
points in connection with the Dominion Rifle 
association afforded an opportunity fo es- 
timate the spirit of the country.

‘up the standard of shooting. The fact came 
eut that Canada’s official expenditure of 
ammunition for militia practice was only 
40 rounds of ball cartridge per man year- 
ly, against 100 for the British army, and 600 
to 1,000 for the soldiers of the United States. 
The Hon. James Sutherland, a member of 
the Cabinet and a Major in the service, al- 
lowed it to be understood it was intended to 
give special attention to long-range firing 
and the establishment of mounted infantry. 
The meeting has shown an improved rifle 
with wind and telescopic attachments, 
enabling the soldier to see an individual as 
distinctly at 3,000 as at 500 yards.

Defines French-Canadian Feeling.

LONDON, Feb. 24.—The condition of the 
navy and the alleged inadequacy Of the new 
estimates are creating no end of discussion.

Though France now has only six of such 
vessels“ with her northern squadron, she 
could quickly get the two needed from the 
Mediterranean without attracting suspicion, 
while the amalgamation of her northern 
squadron with that of Russia's Baltic fleet 
would altogether outclass Great Britain's 
reserve, which, this service paper declares, 
is a heterogeneous and by no means a modern 
conglomeration, lacking in all the essentials 
of a trained battle fleet. 

As a remedy, it is urged: that new ships 
not included in the reserve be immediately 
commissioned, and that a powerful modern 
fleet be assembled in home waters to await 
contingencies.

The popular demand for a domestic parcels 
post, which is steadily gaining headway, be- 
cause of the eminently succegsful results 
from the parcels post agreement with Ger- 
many, may soon prove the use of some 
other far-reaching extension and improve- 
ments in the scope of the United States 
postal service. 

So far the strong interests opposed selfish- 
ly to a parcels post system for this country 

have maintained an overwhelmingly strate- 

gic advantage for their side of the contro- 
versy through presenting postoffice statis- 
tics to show that a domestic post system 
would swell the annual postal deficits by 
millions of dollars, which deficits would, of 
course, have to be made good from the gen- 
eral Treasury. 

However, as a remarkable development 
from the pending discussion concerning the 
parcels post is coming to hand to prove that 
even if the adoption of the parcel post 
system should entail all extra expense that 
is claimed, yet if exorbitant pay to railroads 
for transportation of mail be stopped, and 
if the present unutilized resource of postal 
revenue which could come from the opera- 
tion of postal savings banks be utilized, then 
without any further deficits in postal service 
there would be ample reom for the in- 
auguration not only of thé parcels post but 
perhaps also of penny letter postage.

nelius Van Cott, Postmaster of New York,

Views of Van Cott. 


To Tue Mr. Van 
Cott has made the fellowing statement: 
“The way to get at such a legitimate goa! 
in our postal development as a parcels post 
system is first to find some new way to in- 
crease our net postal;revenues, so that the 
parcels post could become part of a self-sup- 
porting postal system, not as it would be at 
present, simply a means of heavily increas- 
ing the big annual posta! deficiencies. The 
shortest and most satisfactory cut in this 
direction would be the immediate adoption 
by Congress of postal savings banks, which, 
figuring even on a 2% per cent interest rate 
on deposits, would allow a sufficient profit to 
the government to insure the entire wiping 
out of the annual postal deficits. 

With 10,000,000 probable postal savings 
banks depositors in this country, including 
our dependencies in the army and navy, and 
with their deposit funds invested safely and 


well, in government and municipal bonds, 


real estate, gilt-edged securities, and in well- 
secured loans to national banks, not only 
would the postal revenues be so vastly in- 
creased as to make the way clear for a 
parcels post and possibly penny letter post- 


age, but also the country would be afforded 


one of the safest and soundest expedient 
for its constant prosperity, providing inci- 
dentally a boom for the matured and an edu- 
cation to the young. Ture CHICAGO TRIBUNE 
in coming out for postal savings banks has 
hit a correct argument for meeting the only 
valid objection to a domestic parcels post. 


Bffect of Loud Bill. 


The only serious effort the administration 


at present is making to encourage legisla- 
tion which will eliminate postal deficits and 
thus make easy the introduction of the par- 
cels post is found in Postmaster General 
Smith’s. advoeacy ot the plan embodied in 
the Loud bill for forcing the great portion of 
the second-class matter; now carried at the

could a penny wise policy mately cause 
a foolish loss of more pounds, not only to 
business communities, but to postal service 


itself. 
Why System Cannot Pay. 


The actual reason why it must be con- 
ceded that in the United States a parcels 
post, based on rates as cheap as suggested, 
could not pay is identical with the reason 
why the express companies can make im- 
mense profits on their parcel business, which 
under four pound weight is in competition 
with the United States postal service, while 
the government doing the same business 
barely pays osts or else is a great loser. 

In the first place, express companies have 
the great though quite proper advantage 
of being able to graduate their rates ac- 
cording to distance, while postal rates, for 
reasons of public convenience and policy, 
must continue uniform for all distances 
within the country. Consequently the ex- 
press companies can always command a big 
share of the short haul business, leaving to 
the government expensive long hauls. The 
average haul of mail is 813 miles, according 
to the computations just recently reached 
by Professor Adams, who was employed as 
expert by the joint Congressional commit- 
tee. The express companies keep no statis- 
tics of the length of their hauls, but Mr. 
Julier, manager of the American Express 
company, recently estimated that the aver- 
age distance express matter is carried inthe 
Hastern States is from 100 to 125 miles, in 
the central States a little further, and in 
the Western States from 175 to 200 miles. 


Railroads Favor Express Companies. 


A far greater advantage, however, for the 
express companies is their arrangements 
for railroad service, by which they pay 
about one-half what the government pays. 
For instance, while the government pays 
$11 a hundred pounds from Washington to 
San Francisco, express companies pay about 
$5.70; from Washington to Ogden the. gov- 
ernment pays $8.61, express companies $4.10; 
from Washington to Chicago the govern- 
ment pays $3.51, the express companies 
about nine cents. The fact that express 
service generally is not of so high a class or 
so comprehensive as mail service, and that 
also express companies share jointly with 
the railroads in paying employés cannot, of 
course, account for such big differences. 

The National Board of Trade, embracing 
influential commercial , organizations 
throughout the United States, at iis annual 
session in Washington a year ago passed 
strong resolutions favoring. a parcels post 
and penny letter postage 80 soon as prac- 
ticable. Finley Acker, delegate from Phila- 
delphia, and chairman of the Committee on 
Postal Rates and QGlassification, pointed out 
that the prime cause of the annual postal 
deficits was the loss of millions of dollars 
in excessive rates to the railroads. On the 
strength of the figures he submitted the res- 
olutions were enlarged to include a sugges- 
tion that an equitable revision be made in 
the rate of pay allowed to the railroads for 
the transportation of mails. The statement 
of Mr. Acker that mail was being paid for at 
the average rate of 0 cents per ton mile, 
while passengers were being hauled with 
baggage at the average rate of 20 cents per 
ton mile, was based on supposedly frelia- 
ble postoffice statistics showing an average 
mail haul of 323 miles. Stirred to self-de- 
fense, the railroads then fufnished to the 
joint Congressional committee new testi- 
mony by means of which Professor Adams 
worked out computations showing the aver- 
age mail hau! to be 813 miles, and the aver- 
age rate paid for mail 12% cents per ton mile. 

The railroad experts, who had been writ- 
ing pamphlets attacking the position of the 
National Board of Trade, were now in great 
exultation over the apparent discomfiture 
of Mr. Acker, whose proofs had been proved 
based on valueless data. To impartial ob- 
servers it seemed. as if the railroads had 
made out a perfect case to the joint com- 
mittee in justification of the rates paid them 
by the government. 


The full testimony in rebuttal to the rail- 


roads will not be made public until the re- 
port of. the commission is completed, which | 


will probably be soon. The gist of it, how- 
ever, Was presented several weeks ago at 
the annual meeting of the Board of Trade 
in Washington, and excited more interest 
than any other topic discussed. 

Despite the apparent efforts of railroad in- 
terests to pack the meeting for the purpose 
of getting through a resolution discrediting 
the facts brought to light by Mr. Acker, the 
National Board of Trade, at a vote taken 
amid great excitement, indorsed by a large 
majority the recommendation of Mr. Acker 
that the rate of pay to railroads was in- 
equitable and ought to be reduced probably 


about 25 per cent. , 
Railroads Show Facts. 


The curious feature of the testimony laid 
before Congress on the railway pay ques- 
tion, and clearly shown by Mr. Acker, was 
that the railroads in proving 813 miles the 
average haul for mail, as against 323 miles, 
figured by the Postoffice department, neces- 
sarily also had to disclose data indicating 
that the transportation of mails was essen- 
tially a *“‘ commutation service. In posses- 
sion, therefore, of this expert railroad 
data, it became logically easy and safe to 
reach the conclusion that if mail was to be 
classed with the passenger business (as rail- 
roads have claimed it should be) and charged 
with its full ratio of cost of expensive sta- 
tions, ticket agents, and auditors, conduct- 
ors, and baggagemasters, but nevertheless 
given the benefit of the“ commutation ”’ dis- 
count applied to passenger business, that 
the rate for carrying mail should average 
less than three cents per ton mile, in place 
of the present average rate of 12½% cents per 
ton mile. 

„The railway testimony also showed that 
the average passenger haul was twenty-six 
miles, or only one-thirtieth of the average 
haul of mail. ANowing 200 pounds for each 
passenger and baggage, it followed that if 
an average ton weight of passenger were to 
travel the average mail haul of 818 miles, it 
would be the equivalent of 800 passengers 
traveling the present passenger average 
haul of twenty-six miles, meaning the pur- 
chase of 300 separate tickets, 600 possible 
handling of baggage at each end, 300 col- 
lections of tickets by 300 different con- 
ductors, jhe auditing of 300 tickets, and 
waiting-room accommodation for 300 people. 
Also had the average passengers traveled 
the average mail haul instead of twenty-six 
miles, and had their fares been collected on 
the ton-mille mall basis, without commu- 
tation” discount, the passenger revenues of 
railroads in 1898 would have been increased 
from $267,000,000 to the huge total of 
880,000,000, 000. 

General tables of both passenger and 
freight commutation rates presented in evi- 
dence showed that the greater the distances 
and the number of days covered by con- 
tracts, the greater relatively would be the 
reduction in rates. For instance, on the 
Lake Shore, Michigan Central, and Wabash, 
a discount was reported of about 50 per cent 
over usual excursion rates; on fifty-four-ride 
or thirty-day tickets on the Louisville and 
Nashville and Pennsylvania systems, the 

commutation” rates on annual contracts 
showed a reduction of from 80 to 90 per cent 
Over the regular single rates. In the case 
of freight, it was shown that an identical 

commutation “ reduction principle was be- 
ing applied according to regularity of ship- 
ments and relative distances. As regards

Proposed Reduction Small. 


While it is proved that the government 
pays from two to four times more than it 
ought to pay for the carrying of the maiis, 
yet the largest reduction that Mr. Acker or 
other authorities have recommended is 25 
per dent. For the year ending June 30, 1898, 
the total amount paid the railroads for the 
transportation of the mail was $35,582,439, 
Had, therefore, at least 25 per cent of this 
amount been saved, the Postoffice depart- 
ment would have been ahead nearly 59,000, 
000, and wovld have had a nice surplus of 
$2,284,833 to show as net compensation for 
its service to the people of the United States, 
instead of. the actual deficit of $6,610,776. 
Not only would surpluses hereafter be pro- 
duced through such a reduction which could 
invite immediately an extension of the postal 
service to include the parcels post, but algo 
I. of the basis would be taken 
away from the argument that increase of 
certain classes of mail must tend toward 
postal deficits, instead of towards postal 
surpluses. ‘The eliminations from the mails 
of a great portion of second-class matter or 
the introduction of a great volume of par- 
cels would probably neither lessen nor in- 
crease the number of postoffices, nor ma- 
terially» affect other fixed charges. The 
real question of profit and loss naturally de- 
pends on the tonnage rate paid for the car- 
riage of mail. 

Practically mo argument has been ad- 
vanced against a parcels post pesides that of 
extra expense and the four leading argu- 
ments of the four big express companies 
themselves. There seems no just reason 
why the government, either to please the 
railroads in allowing the continuance of dis- 
proportionate charges for transporting the 
mails, or to please the express companies 
which fear a curtailment of their present 


monopoly, to discriminate against, all the - 


other industries of the country. 


Profit by German Arrangement. 


The disposition of merchants to take 
prompt advantage of a parcels post is shown 
in the success of the parcels post arrange- 
ment entered into lately with Germany. 
The total number of parcels shipped from 
the port of New York to Germany between 
Oct. 12 and Jan. 21 made a total of 9.341 
ordinary and 409 registered. From Oct. 3 
to Jan. 20, the number of parcels shipped 
from the port of New York made a total of 
6,163 and 2,387 registered. The greater part 
of the parcels received and shipped con- 
tained merchandise samples. Around holi- 
day time Christmas gifts of all kinds, from 
hams and cheeses down, were exchanged 
between kindred of the United States and 
the fatherland. 

It costs only an equivalent of 50 cents for 
a person in Berlin to send a package of 
eleven pounds to San Francisco, while it 
costs a New-Yorker four cents more than 
that to mai) a parcel of only four pounds to 
the same destination. It is not to be won- 
dered at that the express. companies feel 
bitterly disposed towards such an arrange- 
ment, owing to the object lesson it teaches, 
but by the international parcels post act 
the Postmaster General has unquestioned 
authority to make such international 
treaties. 

The rates provided for in the only domestic 
parcels post bill introduced into Congress 
thus far (by Senator Pettigrew) are consid- 
erably below the rates of the parcels post 
with Germany and present third and fourth 
clase mail matter. Parcels up to one pound 
by the terms of this bill dre charged three 
cents; one pound to five, five cents; five 
pounds to ten, 10 cents; ten pounds to thirty. 
80 cents; thirty pounds to sixty, 60 cents. 
There seems little likelihood that the Petti- 
grew bill will get strong support even from 
those inclined to favor the parcels post. 

Eleven pounds should. on the inauguration 
of the system, be the limit of weight, and 
not sixty pounds, as this bill provides.

VIGNAUX SPEEDY AS EVER 


HIS CHANCES WITH SCHAEFER AND 


SLOSSON DISCUSSED. 


Beaten but Once in a Ball-to-Ball 
Match and Pronounced by Frank 


Ives the Greatest of Cushion-Carem 
Players—Has Never Mastered the 
“anchor Nurse” and Other Fine 
Points of Balk Line Piay— Fils Fa- 
mous Average of Seventy-five.

It is often asked. What claim has the 
Frenchman; Maurice Vignaux, on the world's 
championship at billiards provided the Paris 
tourneys in whieh he will meet Schaefer 


and Slosson take place this year?’ . 


The billiard career-of Vignaux, now a man 
58 years of age, has been a most extraor- | 


dinary one. In 1874 he won a tournament 
(French three-ball game), held in New York 


City for the American championship, so be- 


coming a first-class billlardist years before 
either Schaefer or Slosson gained such rank 
by winning the championship. Vignaux in 
1875 beat A. P. Rudolphe for the challenge 
cup rep nting the championship of the 


world, and’ still such emblem, WII. 
& unsuccessful in his at- 


iam Sexton bei 
tempt to bring it back to America. 


When in 1883 Vignaux came over for the 
second time he was beaten at eight-inch 
balk-line by Jacob Schaefer in a tournament 
in Chicago. Vignaux beat Schaefer 800 to 
644, averaging 22, in New York City three 
months later, but the form of both men was 
far below that shown at Chicago agd the 


game was not for championship. 


Schaefer went td Paris and there was 
beaten by Vignaux at eight-inch balk line 
in a 8,000 point match, the winner averaging 
28. Schaefer had scored a grand average 
of 23 in the Chicago tournament. Neither 
man beat the high runs of the Chicago tour- 
nament—245 Vignaux; 220 Schaefer. 

The following January Vignaux again beat 
Schaefer, this time 3,000 to 2,869, averaging 


44 and running 329 (best average and run } 


on record), while Schaefer averaged 42. as 


against his single averaye of 40 in the Chi- 
cago tourney. 


But before balk lines were placed upon the 


table Slosson had tried in Paris to lower 


the colors of the Frenchman. ‘The pair 


met in a match at straight rail on April 10, 


1880, and Vignaux won, averaging 80 in 


4,000 and scoring the still best on record 
run (5x10 table) of 1,531. His play at the 
time showed maryelous all around work. as 
in the three nights necessary to complete 
the run Vignaux played many times from 
spot. Slosson in this game ran 1,108 in 
one night, which is yet the best on record.

a match played in Europe at ball-to-ball 
billiards was administered by George F. 
Slosson, who at the time-held-the emblem 
for the American championship at the style

In 
January, 1886, in New York City, Schaefer 
beat Vignaux 3,000 to 2,888, averaging near- 
ly 21.

|. OAK PARK. | 

Oak Park, as such, did not come into exist- 
ence until 1871, after having endured many 
vicissitudes in names, but the suburb as a 
settlement is one of the oldest around Chi- 
cago. It first secured individuality as Ket- 
tlestring’s Grove from Joseph Kettle- 
string, an Englishman, who settled there in 
1833. For years this was the only place on 
that road to Chicago, and as the ridge of- 
fered the only passageway for wagons in wet 
weather through that region his poineer’ 
dwelling seon became widely famous as a 
hostelry. | 

A story has gained currency that Kettle- 
string kept not only board but bar in those 
early days, but it is affirmed, on the other 


hand, that he was himself a total abstainer, 
and it is further pointed out that years at- 


erward, when he was selling lots in the vil- 
lage, so bent was he on having a prohibition 
community settled there that every deed 
he gave contained a forfeiture clause to be- 
come operative if ever a saloon was opened 
on the property. 

Kettlestring’s own name for his hamlet. 
was Oak Ridge, because of the grove of 
oaks and the ridge on which the house was 
built. He removed to Chicago in 1843 and 
remained in the city, opening and grading 


streets. until 1855, when he returned to the 
Ridge and resided there until his death. 


In 1859 the village had more names than it 
knew what to do with. The business place 
was Oak Ridge still, but the railroad sta- 
tion was Harlem,“ a name bestowed by 
3. H. Quick in memory of his old home, Har- 
lem, N. V., and the postoffice was “ Noyes- 
ville.“ christened by the department. There 
was another Oak Ridge in IIlinois and letters 
used to take a long time to get to the right 
one, sometimes, when writers were mixed 
on the towns’ names. There was also anoth- 
er Harlem. so Quick went to Washington 
and had the postoffice changed to Hast 
Harlem. The other citizens revolted and 
in just thirty days Congressman Charles B. 
Farwell had had it changed to Oak Park— 
suggested by Henry W. Austin and O. W. 
Herrick installed as postmaster. : 

One of the early settlers in Oak Park was 
Reuben Whaples, who arrived in 1845. He 
had been for some years before on a farm 
if what is now Proviso, but one day the first 


cyclone on record in Illinois came along and 


took such a fancy to his house and barn that 
it carried them off.

disposition he moved what the cyclone left 


to the Ridge and became a neighbor of 
Kettlestring s.

RIVERSIDE. 


Riverside got its name in pioneer days 
from the fact that the banks of the Des- 
plaines, at the point where the, suburb 
now lies, were of such a character that cat- 
tle could be watered there easily. It was the 
custom of the scattered farmers of the early 
days to drive their creatures there to drink.

was the ford of the road that ran from 
the old Bull's Head tavern in Ogden avenue, 
south ot Madison street, to Aurora. The 
use ot the place as a ford came to the white 
men from the Indians, who had a trail that 
found a crossing at the place. It was over 
this trail that Father Marquette went on 
his journey from Michigan to the Illinois 
River. 

David A. Gage, ex-City Treasurer of Chi- 
cago, in 1864 bought 1,000 acres of land em- 
bracing the site of the present suburb, and, 
taking the pioneer name, he called the tract 
“Riverside Farm.

Riverside is now regarded as one of the. 
most healthful suburbs in the county. 
But this scare interfered greatly with sales 
of lots. ‘Negotiations were started with 
Eastern financiers. for additional capital 
with which to carry out the plans of the 
company. These were about consummated 
when the Chicago fire.came, and, after an 
expenditure of $1,500,000 to $2,000,000 in im- 
proving and beautifying the property, the 
company found itself embarrassed and un- 
able to meet its obligations. Suits were 
commenced, foreclosures instituted with 
bills and cross ills until it seemed as if the 
title to a large part of the property was so 
involved that it never could be straightened 
out. But that has all been settled now, and, 
as a matter of sensational history at the 
time, the City of Chicago came into posses- 
sion of some ofhe Gage land, which it still 
Owne and calls the Gage Farm.“ 

There is a spring at Riverside, near one cf 
the main roads, known as Bourbon Spring. 
In the early days there was a political gath- 
ering at this spring. There was a plentiful 
Supply of the usual intoxicant, and to in- 
sure a proper mixture a half barrel of bour- 
bon was emptied into the spring and the 
crowd was helped from it. The contents of 
the spring were soon, for the time, exhaust- 
ed. But it has been known ever since as the 
Bourbon Spring. 

One of the pioneer beauty spots of River- 
side was a basin extending from what are 
now the outskirts of the suburb eastward 
as far as Western avenue, and from the 
ridge just south of the town to the ridge of 
the Ridgeland and Oak Park region. In 
this basin grew a greater variety of wild 
flowers than in any district of like size in tne. 
world. At least that is what the rosy- 
cheeked country girls of sixty. years ago 
used to believe, 

Still another pioneer curiosity of Riverside 
was the old Indian burying ground there, 
where and arrow heads used to be 
turned up with the soll. |

Elmhurst, despite its landscape features, 
was known in its youthful days by the utter- 
ly. inappropriate. and indefensible title of 
Cottage Hill.“ a name bestowed about 
1850 by the first postmaster, “ Jerry Bates, 
though J. I. Hovey was the pioneer in 1843. 
It was inappropriate because there was not 
even the broken promise of a hill anywhere 
in sight, and it was indefensible because the 
wildest flight of a pioneer imagination could 
not call Bates’ habitation a cottage. There 
was another and still more practical objec- 
tion to Cottage Hl.“ 
cago there was a thriving subutb known as 
Cottage Grove, from which Cottage Grove 
avenue gets its name, and letters that were 
intended for the four families, more or less, 
that lived at the Hin“ were constantiy 
going astray and being delivered to the ten 
families, also more or less, that lived at the 
Greve.“ 
Thomas B. Bryan went out to Cottage 
Hill“ in 1856 and began an elaborate system 
of landscape garden experimentation on the 
inviting prairie. He had a predilection for 
elm trees and soon was planting them all 
over the town site. He was troubled by the 
mixing of Cottage Hill” and Cottage 
Grove in the mails, and this worry and the 
sight of his trees gave him an inspiration 
that resulted in a new word in keeping with 
the landscape, a practical certainty of get- 
ting his letters before any one else had read 
them, and one of the prettiest of the many 
pretty’ suburbs that gem Chicago's bound- 
a 


ry. 
Going back into the tongue of his ances- 
tors, Mr. Bryan unearthed an old Saxon 
word, hurst —the seedtime—and, hitch- 
ing this to his favorite tree, he evolved 
“Elmhurst.” At that time there was, as 
far as he knew, no other Elmhurst ’’ I 
the world, but the name proved a favorite, 
and today there are Elmhursts all over the 
country, all named from the Chicago suburb. 
Mr. Bryan’s residence bears the appropriate 
name of “ Birdsnest,”” and its trees are 
filled in season with feathered songsters. 


PROVISO. 


Proviso involves in its name the memory 
ot one of the critical periods in American 
history, the days of the spreading of the 
anti-slavery agitation and of the Wilmot 
proviso, so called because Congressman Wil- 
mot of Pennsylvania Insisted that if any 
lands should be acquired there should be a 
« proviso that slavery never should be per- 
mitted in the new territory. The proviso 
failed to carry, but the settlers of the Illl- 
Rois hamlet were sturdy converts to its doc-

The first 
ambitious enterprise in its history was a saw- 
mill, Started in 1833 by George Bickerdike 
and Mark Noble on the east bank of the 
Desplaines—then the Aux Plaines—not far 
from the present crossing of the Chicago and 
Northwestern road.

LA GRANGE. 


La Grange was named by Franklin D. Cos- 
sitt, who really founded the town, and 
epitomizes to those who“ know its history 
the stories of a wholesale failure and a cor- 
respondingly great suecess. Until 1870 it 
was known as West Lyons, the old station 
of that name standing near the site of the 
present Stone avenue station. The first set- 
tler remembered in local history was Mr. 
Leitch, who came from New Jersey to Chi- 
cago in an early day and started cattle rais- 
ing. The site of La Grange was his range,“ 
though there is no suggestion of that word 
in the town’s name. aR 

Leitch in the "60s thought of starting a 
town, and went so far as to select a name, 
Kensington Heights,’ but business re- 
verses overtook him and, the suburban plan 
was abandoned. * 

Four years later Mr. Cossitt came along, 
determined to start a town. He had been a 
wealthy planter in Tennessee, but the civil 
war had cost him his fortune. Confident 
that his second venture must succeed, he de- 
fied fate by giving to his townsite the name 
of his old Tennessee plantation— La 
Grange.“ The name was otherwise appro- 
priate, for in the French original it stood ex- 
actly descriptive of the region as Mr. Cossitt 
found tt—a farm with a single building on it. 

In 1879 there were seventy families in the 
| hamlet, and it was decided to set up a vil- 
lage government. At the polls forty-two 
votes were cast for the village plan and 
thirty-four against it. It was a sturdy and 
a moral population—many of the residents 
worked out their taxes on the road, and in 
the same spirit of domestic thrift these

Lyons is the oldest suburb west of Chicago, . 
so old, in fact, that all its first settlers have

AUSTIN. 


Austin was named for Henry W. Austin, 
one of Chicago's early merchants. He cama 
to this city in 1856 and almost at once be- 
gan investing his surplus in suburban lands. 
In 1865 a Village sprang up at what was 
called the Six-Mile House, in West Lake 
street.

selves for a more religious observance of the 
forty days’ fast.

LA VERGNE, 
La Vergne received its name from the man- 


agers of the estate of William B. Ogden. 
The land on which the suburb has been built 
was platted by William B. Ogden, Mahlon 
D. Ogden, and Edwin H. Sheldon in 1877. 
The tract was subdivided in 1889. La Vergne 
is eight miles southwest of the Courthouse 
and two miles outside the city Iimits. There 
were but three instruments to the title of the 
land from the time it was patented by the 
government to the time it was platted by 
Chicago’s first Mayor and his associates.

In Westminster School. 


“Tossing the cake” is a prominent 
feature of Shrove Tuesday at Westminster 
School. The cook, bearing the frying-pan 
containing the pancake, {is bonducted by the 
varger, carrying the silver mace, from the 
college kitchén to the great schoolroom, 
where the boys are assembled. An iron bar 
stretches from wali to wall, and over this 
the cook endeavors to toss the cake. As it 
goes over the bar the boys make a rush to 
catch it whole. He who can present it un- 
broken to the dean receives a gu i 
cook’s reward, if he performs his part suc- | 
cessfully, is 10 shillings. 

In 1864 this performance led to an incipient 
riot. The cook had for several years failed 
to send the pancake over the bar, thus de- 
priving the boys of their rush. That year 
they became so exasperated at the cook that 
they hurled at his head a shower of books— 
preferably dictionaries, as carrying most 
weight. The knight of the frying-pan re- 
turned the courtesy by flinging the skillet 
in their midst, and recourse was finally had 
to the dean to quell the disturbance.

THE JUVENILE OFFENDER. 
The modern tendency to regard crime as 
a kind of disease, requiring scientific in- 
vestigation and remedial treatment rather 
than measures of a punitive character, Is 
being applied in an increasing degree to 
the juvenile offender. Contrary to the 
more common theory, statistics tend to 
prove that the bad boy is not necessarily 
the bright boy or even the average boy. 

Douglas Morrison, the English sociolo- 
gist, in his work on juvenile offenders, 
shows that there is a difference of five 
inches in the average height of boys at- 
tending the great public schools of Eng- 
land (like Eton and Rugby), which are 


classes, and that of boys of the same age 
attending the industrial schools, to which 
children convicted of petty offenses are 
committed. He finds also a differance of 
twenty-four and three-quarters pounds be- 
tween the weight of industrial school chil- 
dren and the average weight of children 
of the same age throughout England to 
the disadvantage of the former. The death 
rate in industrial schools is more than 


lation at large. Abnormalities other than 
shortness of stature and lightness of weight 
are also observable in greater proportion 
in these industrial schools than in the gen- 
eral population—e. g.: smallness of head, 
affections of the eye and of the nervous 
system, excessive paleness and thinness, 
mental dullness. The connection between 
physical and mental conditions is not yet 
well understood, but it is safe to say that 
bodily degeneracy has a tendency to pro- 
duce mental degeneracy. Dr. Roberts, a 
physician giving evidence before the Eng- 
lish Secondary Education commission 
some years ago, is quoted as saying: “ Size 
of body, as determined by stature, weight, 
and chest girth, has definite relations to 
precocity and dullness of intellect in chil- 
dren. . . The more intelligent classes 
are taller and heavier at corresponding 
ages than the less intelligent—the most 
favored classes than the less favored.” 

The fact that 39 out of every 100 chil- 
dren in industrial schools are either wholly 
or partly orphaned is another indication 
that these children come from decadent | 
stock, 

Physical inferiority, again, has a direct 
connection with economic condition. The 
great majority of children committed to 
English industrial schools are in a chronic 
state of being out of work” or poorly 
paid. They have had no adequate indus- 
trial training, partly through neglect of 
parents, partly through physical inability 


work. The bodily inferior, says Morrison, 
“are never properly incorporated in the 
army of labor. They hang upon its out- 
skirts and are compelled to live by picking 
up what the ordinary artisan has left be- 
hind.” The tendency is to fall into crime 
when their precarious employment fails, 
The frequent presence of these physical 
and economic irregularities in conjunction 
with mental or moral deficiency is signifi- 
cant of a probable causal relation between 
the two sets of phenomena. Should vi- 
ciousness, incurable dullness, or inability 
to concentrate the mind. effectively upon 
any task come to be regarded as abnormali- 
ties, deserving the study and suggestion of 
a more rational and 
ul treatment of such cases 
looked for in the future. *

Similar success appears to be attending 
the labors of the Finance committee in se- 
curing subscriptions among the citizens and 
businessmen on behalf of the enterprise. 
Men in all lines. of trade are responding 
generously and there is every reason why 
the committee should continue to meet with 
encouragement of the most solid kind. Chi- 
cago never does things of this sort by halves, 
and the Grand Army encampment is some- 
thing that particularly appeals to the patri- 
otic sentiments of a city that sent 28,000 
soldiers tothe war. The business-men need 
no urging in so good a cause. It is safe to 
say that Chicago will do everything in its 
power to make the coming encampment the 
most attractive to which the soldiers have 
ever gathered. |

It is said that the ever-increasing lecture 
habit and the growing number of people 
who feel called upon to reveal the “ whim- 
sles in their brains has caused the com- 
monplace, listening soul to develop into a 


unfiltered waters of knowledge. As a re- 
action against this attitude some special- 
ists, with the fires of real genius in their 
brains, refuse to spread the flames, or to 
contribute one more bee to the bonnets al- 
ready filled with the hum of these insects. 
These protestors go so far as to disapprove 
of the university extension movement, and 
to look upon it as an unwise method of dis- 
tributing crumbs of culture that are cal- 


There is no doubt that people are being 
lectured to déath and that the minds of 
versatile listeners resemble a junk shop, or 
the ragbag that is filled with handsome but 
useless scraps. Yet there is something to 
be said for the sponge. It is a responsive 
thing, and, if it takes in with greediness, it 
gives out as freely. But here the analogy 
fails. Too many people are solely occupied 
with taking in and are too little concerned 
with the thought that it is their duty to give 
out at least a part of that which they have 
taken in. 


THE WORLD GROWING HAPPIER. 

The New York World has secured a 
symposium of opinions as to whether the 
lot of humanity is growing better or worse, 
and the optimistic tone of the whole collec- 
tion is striking. Even Susan B. Anthony 
writes in a strain of unqualified optimism 
as regards woman, and John Swinton does 
likewise on behalf of labor. Ex-Governor 
Boutwell says the means of comfort have 
been multiplied beyond the possibility of 
enumeration, though he cannot refrain from 
closing with a shot at “ the one unnecessary 
evil—the evil of war.” He evidently has 
not paused to notice that the greater part

When this question of the increase of 
comfort and happiness is put squarely it 
affords a poor opportunity for the pessim- 
ist. The most striking answer in the World 
symposium is that written by Professor 
John Bach McMaster, the historian, who 
supports his optimism with facts drawn 
from a contrast between the conditions of 
the present day and those prevailing a 
‘century ago. At that time labor was per- 
formed in the South almost exclusively by 
slaves, and in the North largely by re- 
demptioners,” who were in effect temporary 
sla ves. When the redemptioner finally got 
his freedom he had to work for wages that 
would barely sustain life; or he had the 
alternative of pressing on into the forests 
and battling with stern nature and blood- 
thirsty savages for the right to live. And 
woe be to the poor wretch who fell sick and 
got into debt. In New York as late as 
1816 there were 1,984 persons jailed for 
debt, and Of these owed less than $25 
each been.imprisoned “ for spite.”

WAY TO MAKE PARCELS POST PAY. 

The Joint Congressional committee which 
has been investigating the transportation of 
mails by the railroads has finished taking 
testimony, and will soon issue its report, in 
which a recommendation may be made for 
a reduction of at least 25 per centum in the 
compensation allowed the railroads for car- 
rying the mail. 

Some sensational disclosures as to the 
gross inequity of rates the government has 
had to pay the railroads for carrying the 
mails came out in connection with the in- 
vestigation. The general testimony indi- 
cated that the railway mail service should 
be classed as passenger commutation ser- 
vice, owing to the fact that the former 
involves a uniformity of rates in the busi- 
ness for every single day in the year. Fur- 
ther, it was proved by official railroad fig- 
ures that if the same “ commutation ” dis- 
count the railroads are generally applying 
to their passenger business were ap- 
plied to the United States mails the 
government, instead of paying, as at pres- 
ent, 12½ cents per mile average rate to the 
railroads, would be paying only three cents 
per mile. In addition it was found thet 
since revision of rates in 1878 to the present 
basis railroad earnings from the mail service 
incréased far greater relatively than from 
freight and passenger service. While also 
during the same period there was a steady 
gain in the ratio of cost of railroad trans- 
portation to the whole cost of the postal 
service. 

The data which Congress has thus suc- 
ceeded in procuring should throw significant 
light on the problem why the Postoffice de- 
partment steadily makes losses in its mail 
service proportionate to the amount of mail 
carried (excepting highly paid first class 
matter). Also it becomes apparent how the 
express companies in carrying parcels can 
make enormous profits, whereas a cheap 
parcels post, if worked by the government, 
would under existing circumstances proba- 
bly greatly increase present postal deficits. 

The cheap parcels post system would be 
so potent a stimulus to general trade, and 
so great a popular convenience, especially 
in localities more plentifully supplied with

HUNTING INNER MEANINGS. 

Mr. G. Bernard Shaw, the English critic, 
recently gave to the world “ The Perfect 
Wagnerite,” in which he boldly assumed 
that Wagner was an extreme Socialist, and 
that he wrote the Nibelungen trilogy as a 
socialistic treatise, in which the Rhinegold 
stands for capital and its evils and the other 
characters typify various phases of the con- 
test between capital and labor. The theory,. 
of course, to any one acquainted with the 
life of Wagner, is absurd. Shaw wrote 
socialism into the “ Ring” because he is 
himself a radical Socialist and looks upon 
everything through socialistic spectacles. 
This tendency to read occult meanings into 
texts is still further illustrated by the Rev. 


Christian Church at Croydon, England. 
who thinks he has discovered the key to the 
hitherto obscure text of the libretto of Mo- 
zart’s “ Magic Flute.“

Work of the Federation. : 

Indications already have begu point 
to the fact that the clubwomen of the United 
States will have an inte convention 
on their hands when the Genera] Federation 
of Woman's Clubs meets in Milwaukee in 
the spring. The topic which promises the 
interest is one which has been discussed over 
the length and breadth of the country for 
six months and more, and the feeling is more 
and more general that an agreement is not 
probable and a compromise no more so. 

The clubwomen have to decide whether 
they want to be reorganized or not; whether 
they want to change their basis of repre- 
sentation to make the State the unit, td 
maintain the individual club as the basis of 
representation. Even alarmists do not ex- 
pect @ break in the federation and do not 
think that the “individual rights club- 
women will secede if what they consider to 
be their rights are infringed. 

There is, however, the indication that the 
convention will resemble a session of the 
National House of Representatives when 
State rights was a subject for debate. 
Already there is a candidate who believes in 
reconstruction and recognition of the State 
as the basis of representation in the field 
for election to the Presidency to succeed 
Mrs. Rebecca Douglas Lowe, who will op- 
pose it. The stand for individual rights 
probably will find its best supporters in the 
South. Mrs. Lowe, the President of the 
federation, is a Southern woman, and she 
has led opposition to reorganization, which 
has resulted in the drawing up of two sepa-

The committee of fifteen appointed by the 
federation to meet in Philadelphia and pre- 
pare a recommendation on the subject and 
submit it was unable to agree at a meeting 
last week and will submit two reports, one 
for and one against. The two candidates 
for the Presidency were lined up against 
each other in the committee meeting. Mrs. 
Horace Brock of Pennsylvania, whois chair- 
man of the committee, led the minority in 
favor of reorganization against Mrs. Lowe 
and the majority opposed to it. 

Mrs. Penoyer L. Sherman, President of the 
Chicago Woman’s chub, who was a delegate 
to the meeting of the committee, stated that 
the consideration of the subject and the 
agreement to draw conflicting recommenda- 
tions was without unpleasant features and 
that the women on the committee simply 
found they could not agree. 

“The purpose of the committee, as we 
understood it,.“ said Mrs. Sherman, was 


to formulate a plan that would do away with 


the confusion which results from the present 
manner of sending delegates to the national 
convention. 
federations we sent our delegates direct 
from the clubs. Now that almost every 
State is organized, this plan results in a 
double representation, is expensive, cumber- 
some, and unnecessary. We propose to 
amend the constitution so that clubs shall 
send their delegates to the State federation 
conventions, where delegates to the national 
conventien shall be chosen. The plan fs 
simple and would give each club equal rep- 
resentation. 

One woman of the committee was unde- 
cided for some time in voting. She finally 
voted against the proposition to reorganize. 
Had she voted for it there would have been 
an even division. As it was, we drew up 
majority and minority reports, both of which 
will be sent to every club in the country. 

The convention may not be ready to 
adopt the minority report this year, but it 
must come sooner or later. If the reports re- 
ceived while the committee was in session 
are any criterion, the reorganization ought 
to be effected at once. Of the reports re- 
ceived 94,000 were for reorganization and 
33,000 against it.“ 

Mrs. Sherman sald clubwomen were be- 
coming convinced that their federation was 


the greatest organizatien in the world not 


founded on a religious creed and that its 
growth continued to be rapid. The result 
was, she said, that some form of government 
that would be simple, inexpensive, and ef- 


fective, giving to each club representation, 


had to be established. N 

“I can see no better way than through 
State representation, a form of government 
on which all republican institutions are 
built,” she said. 


To Urge Mrs. Solomon’s ‘Re-election. 


The reélection of Mrs. Henry Solomon of 
Chicago to the Presidency of the National 
Council of Jewish Women will be urged be- 
fore the coming convention of the counctl 
in Cleveland. Mrs. Solomon has been Pres- 
ident for two terms. Chicago will be repre- 
sented in the convention by a delegation of 
twenty women, including the majority of 
the officers. One of the chief matters of in- 
terest to come before the convention is the 
establishment of centers for religious train- 
ing in small Jewish communities in the coun- 
try where there are no synagogues.

Headache is a fre- 
quent accompaniment, 
But nature is most resourceful, and when the 
attack is acute she will quickly supply the needed 
aid if given a suitable opportunity to do so. Vari- 
ous expedients have been found of great service 
in the direction of relief, but none is of more effi- 
cient service a resort to drink. Do not be 
startled by the Suggestion, inasmuch as the bev- 
erage to be mentioned is nothing stronger than 
pure water.

MARQUISE DE FONTENOY’S LE" 


(Copyright, 1900, by the Marquise de Fontenoy.| 
MPEROR NICHOLAS has caused 
something akin to a social revolution 
at St. Petersburg by issuing most 
peremptory orders prohibiting under 
penalty of severe fines and im- 
prisonment the game of baccarat and also 
roulette. It js forbidden, not only in 
clubs but Mkewise in private houses, and any 
great lady who dares to disobey the Em- 
peror’s behests in the matter and to permit 
baccarat or roulette in her salon runs the 
risk of having her house raided by the police, 
the stakes on the table confiscated, and the 
partigipants in the game arrested, it being 
expressly stipulated by the Czar that in the 
event of a second offense imprisonment is to 
take the place of fines. 

In order to realise the consternation 
caused by this decree, which seems to have 
been brought about by the Emperor's dis- 
covery that the clergy of the Cathedrai of 
Smolna had been pawning their jeweled 
vestments in order to pay losses at cards 
and roulette, it must be borne in mind that 
there is probably no capital in Europe where 
gambling is so universal in society, or the 
play so high, as at St. Petersburg. At least 
two foreign Ambassadors, one of them the | 
fat old Marquis of Campo Sagrado, brother- 
in-law of Queen Isabella, and envoy of his 
most Catholic Majesty Don Alfonso, have 
been obliged to take French leave from the 
banks of the Neva in consequence of com- 
plete ruin at the card table. I up- 
pose there are quite a number of my readers 
who recall the story of that aid-de-camp of 
Alexander II. who, in the course of a game 
at the Yacht club that lasted ten consecutive 
hours, lost estates, fortune, d even his 
family plate and jewels, to his adversary. 
Finally, in a moment of utter desperation, 
he recalled to mind that his opponent was 
one of the most devoted admirers of his 
beautiful wife, and to the consternation of 
all who stood around watching the game he 
exclaimed: | 

I stake my wife. Tes,“ he continued, 
amid the profound silence that followed, I 
mean what I say. I have nothing left with 
which to support her. I stake her against 
the sum total of my losses of this night.“ 

‘* I agree,”’ replied his opponent slowly and 
with manifest effort to appear calm, but 
as the stakes are unequal, since my winnings 
of tonight fall far short of the value of your 
present stake, permit me to add 500,000 
rubles thereto.” 

The game proceeded, and finally, amid the 
most intense excitement of all present, the 
princely & D. C. of the Czar rose from the 
table—g#loser. | 

I will keep my word,“ he said quietly, 
and, bowing courteously to his adversary, he 
quitted the club. On the following day he 
tendered his resignation as a member of the 
imperial household, instructed his lawyer to 
offer no defense, but to admit everything in 
case the Princess saw fit to begin a suit for 
divorce for having been staked at a game 
of cards, and left St. Petersburg for the 
headquarters of the army of the Caucasus, 
where fighting was going on. Three weeks 
later the news of his death was received at 
the capital, and, as soon as the proper period 
of mourning had expired, his widow ex- 
pressed her readiness to confer her hand 
upon the winner of the game, and thus com- 
plete the payment of the unfulfilled portion 
of her dead husband’s card debt. It is 
claimed in doing so she was performing a 
willing sacrifice, and that it was but a case 
of the hand following the heart. The mar- 
riage took place in due course, and the lady 
continued until a few years ago to figure as 
one of the most sought after beauties of the | 
Russian court.

The 
knowledge that so famous a leader of society 
as Princess Betsy should keep a roulette 
‘table in full swing at her residence every 
night during the season has been sufficient 
to induce many people of inferior rank to 
follow her example. | 

The Princess, I may add, is the most world- 
ly woman, without any exception, of ths 
Russian capital, and her entire existence is 
devoted to retaining her place in the van- 
guard of society. Although she rarely says 
an ill-natured word or utters a sarcasm 
concerning amy one, yet the smile on the 
thin lips of the Princess and the scarcely 
perceptible shrug of her shoulders constt- 
tute a far more damaging blow to the repu- 
tation and status of the person under dis- 
cussion than could any mere word. For a 
long time she was anxious to secure the 
position of Grand Mist the Household 
of the now widowed But netther 
the late Emperor nor his consort would hear 
of it, and she has hed to remain content 
with being the mistress, not of the imperial 
houschold but of the most brilliant and gay 
salon of the Russian metropolis, being ably 
seconded in her rulership of society by her 

two daughters, the one Countess Schouwa- 
loff, whose husband, when last I heard of 

him, was under restraint on account of the 
abuse of morphine. 

In spite of the Emperor's decree and not- 
withstanding the severe penalties that he has 
prescribed for those who disobey his orders 
against roulette and baccarat, I am firmly: 
convinced that these will continue to flour- 
— undiminished in society at St. Peters- 

urg.

Baron Adolphe de Rothschild, whe has just 
died at Paris at the age of 77, was of all the 
members of the great banking dynasty of 
that name the one who occupied the highest 
place in the regard of the royal families of 
Europe. In fact, it is probable that the ill- 
fated Empress of Austria would be alive 
teday had she not staid on beyond the 
appointed time at Geneva in order to pay a 
visit to Baroness Adolphe Rothschild at her 
country seat of Pagny, in the vicinity of 
Geneva. The reason for the regard mani- 
fested by the murdered Empress for the 
Adolphe Rothschilds was the kindness and 
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care which they gave to the interests of her 
sister, the ex-Queen of Naples, and her hus- 
band, the late King Francis, at the time 
when this unfortunate royal couple lost their 
throne. If their Neapolitan Majesties were 
able to rescue a remnant of their fortune it 
was entirely due to the Adolphe Rothschilds, 
and if subsequently the ex-Queen managed 
to make both ends meet, first of all at Rome 
and subsequently at Paris, without too much 
privation, it was owing to the way in which 
the Baron administered what was left of

OW many people are there who un- 
derstand the true meaning of the 
word “ conscription ’’? The inquiry 
is a timely one. For just at pres- 

ent the question 
Engl! vernment is being extensive 
4 newspapers and on the plat- 
rm in the United Kingdom, as well as 
abroad. The vast majority of the organs of 
the British press appear to labor under the 
impression that the expression implies uni- 
versal obligatory service, and inasmuch as 
mo correction of this mistake has appeared 
in print it would seem that this interpreta- 
tion of the word is shared by many if not 
by all of their readers. Yet the most cursory 
feference to any dictionary would have 
demonstrated to them that conscription and 
universal obligatory military service are 
two entirely different things. 
Conscription means an enrollment that is 
@ot universal, but by lot. It is used by those 
nental countries of Hurope which do 
K regard it wise from an economic or po- 
tical point of view to deprive national trade 
‘and industry of the services of every able- 
ode youth in the land for those few years 
when the spirit of enterprise is most keen 
and the mind most apt to imbue itself with 
information of a non-military character, cal- 
@ulated to prove of use in a subsequent civ- 
an career, 
aoe for instance, which has abolished 
mat conscription which it was the first to 
inaugurate in 1798, now compels every youth 
wf 20 who does not happen to be exempted 
en account of medical unfitness, to join the 
army, enforcifig penalties of the most severe 
@escription in all cases where a mam has 
waded this duty to the state. In fact, a 
nehman who fails to present himself 
for military service at the age of 20 with- 
Out having been officially excused on the 
ground of some serious medical defect, be- 
‘Somes ipso facto a deserter, a criminal, and 
an outlaw, and liable to punishment of the 


most drastic character. 4 


In Continental Countries. 


In Belgium, Spain, and Holland, as well as 
th certain other continental countries, where 
Sonecription prevails, every able-bodied 
youth is required to present himself for 
military service on reaching the age of 20. 
Only a third of those who thus present them- 
Selves are, however, chosen for service, the 
election being made by ballet, while the 
others who have drawn fortunate numbers 
mre permitted to return to their homes and 
to their pursuits, leaving their names at the 
various military depots, so that in the event 
oft an emergency—such as, for dnetance, the 
invasion of the country and the defeat of the 
Fegular army-—they could be called upon to 
goin various regiments. 
The most notable occasion upon which 
1 beneficiaries of the system of conscrip- 
on were subsequently summoned to take 
gervice was during the Franco-German war 
of 1870. In fact, the greater portion of the 
#0-called Southeastern army of the late Gen- 
Stal Bourbaki was composed of young men 
Who had been permitted to return to their 
homes at the time when they presented 
themselves for service at the age of 20, and 
Who had been summoned to the colors only 
@iter the defeat of Sedan and the invasion 
France by the Germans. There were some 
$0,000 men in all under Bourbaki, and more 
than 60.000 of them were so devoid of all 
Hitary training that they did not even know 
Ow to fire their rifies or to fix their bay-

hey were unable to offer any resistance to 
the German army under General Werder, 
nd were driven like so many sheep across 
the border into Switzerland, General Bour- 
aki in despair making an attempt to blow 
out his brains.

Were the pas- 
Sage of this so-called suspension act to be 
omitted any year, either by design or unin-

ccoording to the terms of this law,

no need whatsoever for either universal ob- 
ligatory service or that compulsory service 
in a modified form known as conscription. 
Both are repugnant to Anglo-Saxon ideas. 
For the present an Englishman or an Amer- 
lean is his own master. He is free to come 
and to go as he lists, or ag the requirements 
of his calling may demand, without any 
restriction. Hut once let either conscrip- 
tion or compulsory military service for all be 
adopted, either in Great Britain or in the 
United States, and there ‘would be nothing 
to distinguish us from the unfortunate 


natives of Continental Europe, who cannot 


leave the country—nay, may not even quit 
their towns and villages—-without notifying 
the local military authorities and securing 
their consent. ae 

An able-bodied youth of 19, 20, or 21 in 
France, Germany, and Austria will experi- 
ence the utmost difficulty in obtaining official] 
sanction to absent himself from his country, 
sand if he quits the latter without permission 
he places himself at onee beyond the pale 


of the law. It would be interesting to know 


how many German born citizens there are 
at the present moment in the United States 
who cannot return, even as mere tourists and 
visitors, to the land of their birth, to take 
perhaps a last farewell of their aged parents 
—who are in every sense of the word exiles 
from their former home—for no other offense 
than that they have left the vaterland with- 
out permission and have not complied with 
its military requirements. | 

In one word, the adult native of any one 
of those countries of Continental Europe, 
where conscription; or universal obligatory 
service is enforced, between the ages of 18 
and 40, is in much the same position as a 
ticket-of-leave convict, forced to k the 
authorities acquainted with his where- 
abouts; whereas the Briton and the Amert- 
can are as yet entirely free. 

Those in England and elsewhere, who are 
using the present war in sputh Afriea as an 
argument in favor of the necessity of de- 
veloping, by means of conscription or ob- 
ligatory universal service, the British peo-

MARKET FOR FUNNY STORIES. 


| Buying or Renting Bright Anecdotes 


the Latest Device of Persons with 
Reputations as Speakers. 


Funny stories have always been market- 
able to a certain extent. After-dinner 
speakers and post-prandial orators, with 
reputations greater than their capabilities 
for retaining such, have always been more 
than willing to pay a fair price for the amus- 

Stories, and anecdotes wherewith the 
aforementioned reputations have been bol- 
stered. Political speakers and certain legal 
lights have never disdained the story which 
was bought with good, honest dollars, even 
though it was the product of some other 
tellow's brain and only became theirs by 
right of purchase. 

But the field has grown wider of late. 
Women have invaded precincts long sacred 
to the masculine humorist, and many women 
know what it is to buy funny stories now- 
adays. The price of a story varies all the 
way from a bunch of violets to $5, with an 
average of about $2.50. 3

Talking the matter over with some friends 
this woman learned that funny stories are 
frequently bought and sold in this manner, 
loaned—for a financial consideration—every 


now and then, and even openly rented oc- 


casionally—so much for the privilege of 
telling a funny story not more than a certain 
number of times and strictly within the lim- 
its of a certain social set. By this means 
both the purveyor and the user of the story 
are protected, the one from the danger of 
her wares being handled too cheaply or ren- 
dered too common, the other from all fear of 


being suspected of employing twice-told 


tales. 

Among club women the funny story barter 
reaches its highest proportions. It is dis- 
tressing to be called upon to make an im- 
promptu speech and to have nothing clever.

HE HERALD had been scientifically 

“ salted’; that was clear, and Fred 

Hatch groaned as he contemplated a 

voiceful assembly of figures, repre- 
senting twelve months’ receipts and 
expenditures. Three years previously he had 
laid down $3,000 cash, the accumulations of 
ten years’ slaving at the case,” for the 
Oakton Weekly Herald.
